Wrru this number the second year of the 

publication of the Hows Misszon Hzrarp will 
come. to a cloge. Many a faithful heart has 
aluggisb soul has it awakened. 
God be praised for the good it bas accomplisbed. 

But the Hzzarp has been publighed not with- 
out 4 drain on the treazury of the Society. In 
the year 1873 it cot about $2,350 over and 
above its receipts from subscriptions and adver- 
tizing. It is too early to strike the balance for 
the present year, but the deficit for 1874 will be 
fully $3,500. And after the first of January 
vewspaper publishers will have to prepay post- 
age 0n all papers ent out ; #0 that the continn- 
ance of the Hzzato for 1875 must cost the 
treacury at least $4,400. Add to this such facts 
35 that the publication calls for increased clerk- 
hire, and causes other expenses difficult to state 
in definite figures, and that in many cages what 
z» church pays 'for its package of papers is 
laken out of its contribution to the Society, and 
it will be seen_ that what the paper bas drawn 
from” the treacury- is & by no means mall 
amount. 

Under these cireumetances the question came 
before the Board as to whether the good ac- 
compliched by the HzzaLp could not be done in 
mms less expensive Way. 

It was urged that we had a weekly denomi- 
national pregs second to that of no other body 
of Christians—that these Baptist papers ent 
out each month over half a million of papers, 
and reached a number of readers vastly greater 
than the HzzaLD bas ever been able to reach— 
that the people being interested in bome miagion 


that in remote and destitute regions, where these 
papers were not taken, the Society could cireu- 
late them gratuitously by the hundred, every 
week, at a cost far less than that involved in the 
publication of the HzraiLoD—that when these 
papers combined to © herald ” our work, the So- 
ciety would be more closely allied to that great 
power, our denominational press, and the people 
East and Weat, North and South, be drawn 
into more intimate acquaintance with each other 
and with our Society work—in short, that the 
objects aimed at in the publication of the Hzzaiy 
could be accomplished at much less expense and 
with much greater thoroughness through our de- 
nominational weeklies than through a © Society 


After careful consideration, therefore, the 
Board resolved to discontinue the publication of 
this paper with the . close of this prevent year. 
This number of the Hzzarp will, therefore, be 
the last. But we do not intend to bid adieu to 
our readers—we %hall merely address them 
through another—may we hope a better channel.

In the Northern 
Pacific country one full crop las; year and « partial one 
this year, are all the acttlers have over realized. Desti- 
tution and a8uffering are imminent to thoumands, while 
those who are above actual want have little ability to 
aid their lees fortunate neighbors. The scarcity of la 
borers is a want also eeverely felt. Whole sections, as 
large as 2ome of the Atlantic States, are without one 
micsionary or paator. The Crow River azociation, 
embracing a territory as large as Mazxachussetts, with 
aixtecn churches, is « cas in point. Out of one han- 
dred and eighteen ordained ministers reported in our 
minutes, not more than eixty are actually engaged in 
preaching, and many of these prozecute come cecular 
calling during the week. Much of what I have aid in 
reference to recources shows as well the appalling and 
wideapread deatitution of our State. Where were a 
year ago fifty mecting-houses to one hundred and 
eighty churches, the last year might have added from 
fivecto eight to their number.

*Dzar BroTHen:—Herewith please find my 
fourth quarterly report. This quarter ends the 
year and closes my labors as s missjonary of your 
Society, though I expect to continue to work us 
a pioneer in the caugs of the Great Master. [ 
still preach at ;Swan_ Lake, the county seat of 
Turner--connty, and Finlay, ten miles west of 
Swan Lake, where I reaide. I have received the 
nomination for Territorial Superintendent of 
Publie Instruction, _In view of the proapect of 
election and the exhausted treasury, I bave con- 
cluded to ask no further aid from the Society at 
prevent. If defeated I know not what I shall do. 
The grasshoppers visited us and destroyed most 
of our crops in the Vermillion and Sioux Valleys. 
Your miasionaries can expect but little support 
from the churches this year, and unless aid can 
be given by the Society, I fear that ome in- 
portant fields will have to be abandoned. Dell 
Rapids, "Elk Point, Vermillion, Yankton, Swan 
Lake, Canton, and Lodi are among the impor- 
tant points where beginnings have been made and 
where the seed sown has already produced good 
fruit. I *hall continas to labor with the church 


at Finlay without foreign aid, because I had 


rather earn support for my family by day labor, 
if need be, than to ask for help from you under 
the prezent embarrassed condition of your treas- 
ury. But I pray you do not let euch men = 
Hill, Coffman, Conklin, and, Judson leave this 
frontier work for want of a little help from the 
Society, if in your power to grant it. These 
men and others are doing a good work for Christ, 
but the great destroyer of the West has cut off 
almost all means of support from the churches.
